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ABSTRACT 



A summary report is presented of the first of two 
interviews with a random sample of parents of kinderigarten and third 
grade students in the project. Dndertaken as part of the evaluation 
of the Parental Involvement component of the ESAA 

Bilingual/Bicultural Project, the interviews had a twofold objective: 
(1) to measure the degree of home support for project students"' 
school activities and learning goals,' and (2) to measure the degree 
of change in this support as a result of .project activities. Two 
conclusions are drawn from an analysis of the results: (1) parents" 
support and knowledge of the children"^ school activities is 
generally satisfactory; and (2) acquaintance with their children" s 
principal and teacher^ visiting the schoolv and dialogue with other 
parents are areas needing improvement. Most importantly for the. ESAA 
Bilingual/Bicultural 'Pjoject, 6255 had nat received communication 
about the project, and 43% ddd not feel that they understood 
bilingual education. The interview form in Spanish and English aid an 
analysis of responses to each item by school and grade level are 
attached.

The second evaluation question sought to identify areas in which parent 
involvement might focus during 'the remainder of the year. . Certainly, know- 
ledge of eath child's teacher, especially th»e teacher aide and p^rincipal 
could improve. Also, forty-six percent of the parents expressed the feeling 
that they should visit school only when asked, ^and thirty-four percent 'had 
not visited the school this year. Close to sixty percent, of the parents had 
not discussed with other parents the things happening in school, ^ Most 
importantly for the ESAA Bilingual/Bicultural Proj ect, ' sixty-two percent did 
not feel that 'they understood bilingual education these areas could become 
high priority for the Parental Involvement Component.

Purpose * ^ " . ' . 

One of the objectives of the ESAA BilingualVBicultural \Prcgect is to 
increase the home support by project students' parents ^of 'their childrens' 
learning goals and activities. In order to measure this objective, a** 
random sample of parents of project students will be interviewed in the 
Fall and in the Spring. 

In addition, areas of. need may be identified in which the community 
-representatives might focus their efforts. The two ^basic evaluation 
questions to be addressed by these interviews are: 

1. As' a result of the activities of the « ESAA. Bilingual/Bicultural 
Project, did parental attitude toward and knowledge of school 
activities move in a more positive direction? 

2. In what aresTs of attitude and/or* knowledge might the community 
representatives fogus tlieir efforts in attemping to improve 
parental knowledge levels and attitudes? 

Procedure 

The staff of the Office of Research and Evaluation selected a sample of 
project students and the ESAA community representatives interviewed their 
parents. The community representatives received training in the purpose 
of the interviews and the procedures for conducting them. This training 
was provided by the Project's Parental Involvement Coordinator and 
Evaluator. Discussion ancJ^, role ' playing were utilized. Interviews , were 
then concjucted yat convenient tdmes in the parents' homes.

Parents were able to choose whether to be interviewed in English or 

in Spanish, Many 'interviews were completed at. night for working parentSa 

The Fall interviews were completed "during the first two weeks of November, 
1974. The Spring interviews will be conducted in April and May, 1975. 
Allan and Martin Junior High.were not represented in the Fall interviews" 
since there are no full time community representatives assigned to those 
schools. Interviews were conducted when botfi.the mother and father were 
present if possible; however, in most cases only the mother was available. 

Inter\'iew Forrn 



The Parent Interview Form ^see Attachment A) was developed by the Office . 
of Research an4 Evaluation. The 14 items were caref^j^lly selected from pre- 
vious parent interview forms to ensure. a range of responses from positive 
'to negative. Items whic.h historically yield over 90% -pos^itive responses 
were not included. Both Spanish and' English versions were printed for the 
convenience of the patents.' , ' , 

Sampling , ' 

Students from kindergarten and third grades were selected for this 
infer\-iew project. Classroom rosters were used to randomly select sixty- 
four names. The sample was Stratified 'by sex, school, and grade level. 
The four cpmmunity representative's were each furnished- a list of 16 
students and four alternates in case some parents were inaccessable. 

Results 

Table 1 is a project-wide summary of the responses given in the parent 
inter\"iews. A further breakdown of each item's responses by grade level, ^ 
school, and parent (mother or father) is included ■ as , Attachment F. 



Parents interviewed were more familiar with their children's teachers 
than xd.th other school personnel. Seventy of those intervieweid knew their 
child's teacher's name (item 1) and. 73% knew the principal's name (item 3); 
however, only 6% knew the name of the child's bilingual teacher aide (item 2) 

J ■ ( ' ^ : ' ■ 

?*Brents interviewed expressed interest in their children's school and in 
pjroviding the child with a supportive learning environment . Seventy-one 
percent of the parents interviewed had arranged for a place where ^their 
child ^,^1} do his/her homework (item 4) . Fifty-four percent of the parents 
felt that they should feel free to visit their children's School at any ^ 
time (item'5) ; 'while sixty-six percent had actually visited their child's 
school this year (item 6). Approximately forty percent of the parents had 
discussed , with other parents things happening in their child's school 
(item S) . ^ » 

Parents interviewed also showed concern for their children 's . performance 
at school.' Ninety-one percent of the parents stated that they always re^d 
the letters and notices their children bring home from school. 



Seventy-six percent of the parents stated that they* always discussed their 
children's reports with them. .Sixty-six percent of the parents discuss 
school worH of ten .with their child (item 7*), and ninety-six percent; of 
I the parents also agree that letters and notices^ ^eryt home' from the school 
should be in both English aqd Spanish "(item 10). 

Parents interviewed showed a positive -attitude toward bilingual education. 
Seventy-five percent approved of bilingual education (item 13}. However,, 
forty-thyee pertjent responded they knew nothing or !J.it^tle about bilingual 
education, whereas, fifty-seven percent felt that t^ey knew some or very 
much. Sixty-two percent sa,id that the school had provided them with , 
information about the bilingual , program (item-14); however, thirty-eight 
percent had not received any prior information. ' 

Conclusions . '

The first evaluation question can be answered only after the interviews 
have been completed in the Spring. .However, at this time, it . is clear 
that the parents are expressing a general support of and, knowledge of 
their childrens school activities. ^ - 

The second evaluation question sought to identify areas in which the 
^ parental involvement component mighty focus during the remaindfer of the 
year. Certainly, knowledge of each child's teacher , es-peciaiyiy the 
teacher aide and .principal could improv.e. Also, forty-six percent ' 
of the parents expressed the feeling -that they should visit school 
only vhen asked ^ and thirty-four percerft had not visited the school this 
*year. Close to' si3yty percent of the parents had not discussed with ^ 
other parents the things^ happening in school. Most importantly for the 
ESAA Bilingual/Bicultural Proj ect, Sixty-two percent had not received,, 
comnunicat ion 'about the Project, and" forty-three percent did not feel 
that they undetstood bilingual education. These areas could become 
high priority for the parental involvement component.
